y Your Honours experienced Commuſeration, and forcibly 
preſſed by our crying Neceflities, we humbly crave Jeave 
co 1mplore theFcontinuance of Your Honours Charitable Pro- 
viiion for us, without which Your former Goodneſs will 
prove incffteEtual, and we your diſtreſſed Suppliants, with 
our poor Families, muſt be ineyitably expoſed to the urmoſt 
ruine and deſtruction. ; 

"Therefore they humbly crave leave again to repreſent 
to this Honourable Houſe of Commons, that although 
Your Honours intention was to grant unto the poor French 
Refugees for their relief the laſt Year 15000 / The faid 
Refugees having been Pay'd in Tallies, upon which they did 
lole a great deal, they have received bur abour one half of it. 
So they are in hope Your Honours this Year will be pleaſed 
ro take into your Conſideration their great Lef, and to 
grant unto this poor People, to reſcue thera from their ur- 
gent Miſery, the Sum of 200007. withour which they are 


in danger ro be brought into Priſon, and there to Starye 
and Periſh nuiſerably, |
